Grant boost for mental health project 



Food for thought: The Bridge Renewal Trust is recruiting 
volunteers for its Tottenham Talking mental health project 


A PROJECT run by a charity 
based in South Tottenham has 
been awarded a grant to boost 
its aim of helping people in 
Haringey with mental health 
problems. 

The project, Tottenham 
Talking, is being funded by 
Time to Change, England’s 
biggest programme dealing 
with mental health stigma and 
discrimination. 

It is being delivered by the 
Bridge Renewal Trust, which is 
based at the Laurels Healthy 
Living Centre, in St Ann’s 
Road, in partnership with the 
Barnet, Enfield and Haringey 
Mental Health NHS Trust and 
Social Kitchen. 

The Bridge trust is recruiting 
volunteers for Tottenham 
Talking. They will be trained to 
learn to cook, boosting their 
confidence by sharing their 
experience of mental health 


problems over tasty food. They 
will also be able to run “eat and 
talk” sessions at community 
festivals, shopping centres, 
parks and schools as well as the 
charity’s community kitchen 
near the Tiverton estate, in 
South Tottenham. 


It is hoped this will lead to 
improvements in attitudes and 
behaviour towards people with 
mental health problems. 

Rachel Hughes, chairwoman 
of the Bridge Renewal Trust, 
said: “We are delighted to have 
received the Time to Change 


grant. We have bold plans to 
transform the way people in our 
community see mental health 
problems by encouraging 
conversations and offering them 
the chance to find out more 
about mental illness.” 

Sue Baker, director of Time 
to Change, added: “We know 
that one of the most powerful 
ways to change attitudes is 
when people take the lead in 
driving change within their 
own communities. 

“So, through the grants 
scheme we are putting the 
power to make change happen 
locally in the hands of the 
experts - the people who know 
their communities the best.” 

Time to Change is run by the 
charities Mind and Rethink 
Mental Illness and funded by 
the Department of Health, 
Comic Relief and the Big 
Lottery Fund. 


CASE REVIEW OF 
TEACHER JAILED 
FOR CHILD ABUSE 


AN INDEPENDENT review will take place 
into the handling of a case of a former PE 
teacher jailed last month for abusing a pupil. 

Andy Adams, 68, was sent to prison for 12 years at 
Wood Green Crown Court after admitting inde¬ 
cently assaulting a teenage boy while he was a 


teacher at Highgate Wood School. Adams, who 
taught at the school in Montenotte Road until he 
retired in 2004 and is a former assistant head 
teacher, had been charged with a series of 
sexual assaults between February 2, 1980, and 
September 13, 1982. 

His victim, a 13-year-old boy, was having 
personal problems at the time and had confided 
in Adams. 

But the teacher, who was in his 30s at the 
time, took advantage of the boy’s vulnerability 
and, over a period of time, groomed and manip¬ 
ulated him into having a sexual relationship. 

The offences only came to light several years 
after Adams’ involvement with the school 
ended. The sex fiend was arrested in August 
2012 and charged in December last year. 

The revelations about Adams’ behaviour 
caused widespread shock at the secondary 
school and wider community and his name was 
removed from the main school building. 

Instead, the building named after Adams, of 


Solna Road, Winchmore Hill, will be known 
from now on as the “admin block”. 

Now Sir Paul Ennals, the independent chair¬ 
man of the Haringey Local Safeguarding Chil¬ 
dren’s Board, is going to review how the case has 
been handled since the allegations were made. 

A joint statement from Haringey Council and 
the school said: “The very understandable 
shock and concern felt by parents and carers 
about this case is shared by both the wider 
school community and the local authority. 

“The school and the council take responsibil¬ 
ity for safeguarding children extremely seri¬ 
ously and have clear and robust procedures for 
reporting and investigating any concerns. 

“Given the very serious nature of the concerns 
raised by this case, the independent chair of the 
Haringey Local Safeguarding Children’s Board 
is going to review how the case has been han¬ 
dled since the allegations were received. 

“Both the school and the council very much 
welcome this.” 
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Met Police chief 
nabs theft suspect 

THE head of the Metropolitan Police broke 
off a media engagement on Monday 
morning to make an arrest in Tottenham. 

Commissioner Sir Bernard Hogan-Howe 
was being interviewed in Tottenham High 
Road, at the junction of Bruce Grove, by 
BBC London when a minicab pulled up and 
the driver called for help. 

Four people leapt from the vehicle and 
made off, chased by a police officer who was 
with the commissioner. 

He caught up with one of the four and 
arrested a 17-year-old boy inside Bruce 
Grove railway station on suspicion of theft 
and non-payment. 

Descriptions of the three other suspects 
were sent out and the Met chief got into a 
police car to search for them. 

Sir Bernard then arrested a 19-year-old in 
nearby Napier Road on suspicion of theft 
and making off without payment. 

According to a spokeswoman from the 
Met, Sir Bernard has made an arrest in 
every rank he has held since becoming an 
officer in 1979. 

The two teenagers who were arrested 
were being held in north London police 
stations as we went to press. 


TV fine for licensee 


THE licensee of the Crowe Bar, in High 
Road, South Tottenham, has been fined for 
illegally showing Sky Sports on the premises. 

Paul Gonsalves was prosecuted by FACT 
(the Federation Against Copyright Theft) 
and found guilty at Highbury Corner 
Magistrates’ Court of three offences under 
the Copyright, Designs and Patents Act 1988. 

He was ordered to pay £7,633 in fines and 
costs. More than 1,500 similar prosecutions 
have taken place to date and hundreds of 


other cases are in the pipeline.

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Leaking flat is 
not safe place 
to live in, says 
young mother

A YOUNG mum is growing increasingly 
desperate over living conditions in which 
she says she is trapped. 

Rochelle Adams, 22, and her five- 
year-old daughter have lived in their flat 
in Hertford Road, Enfield Lock, for four 
years after Enfield Council helped her 
find a home to rent in the private sector. 

However, the HND student has spent 
the past months fearing for her child’s 
safety as water leaks into the bathroom 
and damp saturates the hall and the 
living room. 

The final straw came last month when 
Rochelle flicked the hall light switch 
on - only to hear a loud bang as the 
bulb blew. She now has to use a candle 
as she cannot turn the light on. 

She told the Advertiser that with the 
level of damp in the bathroom and in the 
hall she would not allow her daughter to 
touch anything electrical in the house. 

“I am too scared to turn the light on in 


the hall and I have had to bring a potty 
into the bedroom for my daughter to try 
and keep her away from the bathroom as 
much as possible,” she said. 

Rochelle said that the ongoing 
problems with the flat and the constant 
worries about her daughter’s safety were 
now affecting her studies. 

“I don’t understand how anyone can 
think this adequate accommodation for a 
young woman and her child,” she added. 

However, the property company 
which rents out the home, St John’s 
Properties, in Turkey Street, Enfield 
Lock, insisted it had done everything in 
its power to resolve Rochelle’s issues. 

A spokesman for the company said: 
“When it was reported to this office that 
she had received an electric shock, a 
builder was sent in and determined the 
electrics to be safe. 

“When she reiterated this claim, we 
organised an electrician to visit the 
property to coincide with the recent 
visit from Enfield Council. 

“He carried out specific tests to

determine again that the electrical 
system was in good condition and safe.” 

Rochelle also contacted the council 
with her concerns and a spokesman for 
the authority said “Ms Adams only 
made the council aware that there were 
problems with the state of the property 
last Thursday. 


“We visited the property with the 
agent on Friday. The agent has autho¬ 
rised the work to remedy the faults and 
if the property is not returned to a 
suitable standard as a matter of urgency, 
we will consider enforcement action to 
ensure the required repairs are carried 
out promptly.” 
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Fox falls into 
children’s ward 

CHILDREN had to be evacuated 
from a hospital’s paediatric 
ward after a fox fell through the 
ceiling. 

The animal gained access to 
the roof while major building 
works were being carried out at 
North Middlesex University 
Hospital, in Sterling Way, 
Edmonton. 

A spokesman for the hospital 
trust said that the fox had fallen 
through a ceiling tile. 

Staff evacuated eight children 
from the non-patient area and 
the ward was relocated to 
another part of the hospital for a 
few days while the building was 
secured and repairs carried out. 

The trust spokesman added 
that the RSPCA had been called 
to remove the animal. 

She also confirmed that no 
one had been hurt during the 
incident, which took place on 
June 22. 


Call for renewed clampdown on 
racers before someone is killed’

THE weekly car races along a 
road in Enfield that police 
insisted they were clamping 
down on last year have reached 
new, unacceptable levels, 
according to a councillor. 

The races are often referred to 
as “meets” by the speedsters, 
who gather in car parks of 
industrial centres along the 
Great Cambridge Road. 

Now, Chase ward councillor 
Nick Dines has called on the 
Mayor of London to step in and 
do something before “someone 
gets killed”. 

In a letter sent to mayor Boris 
Johnson last week, Mr Dines 


said: “Occasional policing 
activity does take place, but it is 
clear that this needs to be sus¬ 
tained and on every weekend, 
with fines and prosecutions 
being handed out to these dri¬ 
vers who are making people’s 
lives a misery.” 

Speaking to the Advertiser 
about the issue, the councillor, 
who was elected in May, said he 


was now hopeful that even if the 
local police’s resources were 
stretched. City Hall might step 
into the breach. 

“If we can secure mayoral 
backing for putting proper 
resources into clamping down 
on this menace, then it would of 
course help,” said Mr Dines. 

“The last thing we want is for 
a driver at one of these meets to 


lose control of their car and slam 
it into one of the houses along 
that road.” 

Police sergeant Stuart Gill, 
from Southbury ward, said: 
“Most of the people who go 
there don’t speed. They are 
mostly car enthusiasts. Most of 
them are law-abiding citizens. 

“The A10 is the jurisdiction of 
Transport for London who at 


one time had an idea to put 
average speed cameras. If they 
did that, it would solve the 
problem instantly.” 

Mr Dines added: “Enfield 
police are doing their best, 
but they just don’t have 
the resources.” 

In response to calls for action, 
London’s deputy mayor for 
policing and crime Stephen 


Greenhalgh said: “I am very 
concerned that residents are 
suffering from this type 
of behaviour. 

“The Metropolitan Police have 
said that they take this very 
seriously, but I will be raising it 
with the Commissioner to 
ensure it is being dealt with 
appropriately to give local 
people the peace they deserve.” 
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Hearing aid protesters condemn 
charity’s support for private firm 


CAMPAIGNERS staged a protest outside the 
offices of a charity on Monday demonstrating 
against an advertising campaign for hearing 
aids, which they say undermines the NHS. 

Members of the Enfield Over 50s Forum, 
which tackles issues affecting the elderly, 
picketed the offices of the Enfield branch of 
Age UK, in Nags Head Road, Ponders End, in 
protest against the charity advertising for paid- 
for hearing aids in partnership with private firm 
UK Hearing Care. 

The forum members are furious about an 
advertising leaflet in which Age UK describes 
itself as “your first choice for hearing solutions”. 

Monty Meth, the forum’s life president, said 
the charity was wrong to encourage people to 
pay for something they could get on the NHS 
for free. 

He said: “We cannot understand why Age UK 
is seeking to persuade older people to spend 
hard-earned money buying a hearing aid from a 
for-profit company, which cannot possibly offer 
them the continuous aftercare service provided 
by Chase Farm Hospital’s audiology department. 

“This is another threat to the NHS which is 
being encouraged by Age UK and we believe 
this is not the charity’s function.” 

The company selling the devices, UK Hearing 
Care Management Services Ltd, is a subsidiary 
of UK Hearing Care and was formed in January 
2013 when it committed to raising £100,000 for 
Age UK in exchange for the ability to use the 
charity’s brand. 

Hugh Forde, managing director of retail, 
trading and training at Age UK, said: “We 
recognise that hearing difficulties can have a 
devastating impact, so we seek not to compete

with local NHS services but to provide choice 
and widen the opportunity for older people 
looking for hearing care. 

“Age UK Hearing Aids has been established 
to encourage older people to seek help with 
hearing problems. All profits are gift aided back 
to help fund our charitable activity.” 
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Venue told to beef 
up security after 
late-night shooting

A LATE-NIGHT party venue in 
Edmonton where what police believe 
was a gangland brawl broke out last 
month can carry on once management 
has ramped up security measures, 
council chiefs ruled last week. 

Enfield Police brought a review of the 
licence of the Golden Palace Banquet¬ 
ing Suite, in Harbert Road, in front of 
the licensing subcommittee, at the 
Civic Centre, in Silver Street, Enfield, 
last Wednesday, after one man was 
stabbed and another shot at the venue 
on July 12. 

The committee ruled that the venue’s 
licence will be suspended for a maxi¬ 
mum of three months, during which 
time management will have to beef up 
security arrangements. 

Speaking on behalf of the police, who 
had called on the council to shut down 
the venue, barrister James Rankin 
detailed a litany of licence breaches 
which officers had uncovered while 
investigating the events leading up to 
last month’s bloodshed. 

He told the chairman of the subcom- 


Club faces three-month closedown

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mittee, Derek Levy, that the club was 
only licensed to be open until 3 am. 
However, when officers arrived at 
6.20am following reports of the violent 
fight, they discovered that “around 50 
people” were still inside the venue. 

Mr Rankin said: “The victim of the 
shooting told police he had been danc¬ 
ing when he heard a bang and realised 
he had been shot. 

“We know that the shooting took 
place at about five in the morning and 
we know that dancing should have 
finished way before then. It was clear 
they were going far beyond the hours 
they were licensed for.” 

The barrister told the hearing that a 
lack of CCTV footage had seriously 
hampered police efforts to bring the 
perpetrators of the violence to justice 
and it also breached one of the condi¬ 
tions of the club’s premises’ licence. 

He added: “The licensing officer, PC 
Martyn Fisher, ran a check on the head 


doorman on duty that night - he dis¬ 
covered that not only did the doorman 
not have an SIA licence, he had never 
been formally SIA registered.” 

Mr Rankin explained to the commit¬ 
tee that it was a legal requirement of 
licensed venues to employ trained and 
registered doormen. 

However, Roderick James, legal rep¬ 
resentative for the venue’s manager, 
Ediz Hastunc, said that his client had 
always hired his security staff through a 
third party. 

He added that the bloodshed on the 
date in question had taken place outside 
the club and his client had not been 
aware of the incidents until police 
visited the venue later in the morning. 

The subcommittee ruled that the club 
would not have its licence revoked 
permanently, but that it should close 
down until conditions, including the 
installation of metal detector arches, 
had been met.

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Dropped crowbar led 
police to track down 
burglar on shop CCTV 

A BURGLAR who broke into a 
home with a crowbar before mak¬ 
ing off with thousands of pounds 
worth of goods has been jailed for a 
total of 12 months. 

Tolga Binbuga, of Riverdale 
Court, Bush Hill Park, was sen¬ 
tenced to nine months in prison 
when he appeared at Wood Green 
Crown Court last Thursday. 

Binbuga, 24, had pleaded guilty 
to residential burglary at an earlier 
hearing. 

At the same time, he was sen¬ 
tenced to three months behind bars 
for an earlier conviction of actual 
bodily harm, to run consecutively - 
meaning he will have to spend a 
total of 12 months in prison. 

Binbuga broke into a home in 
Main Avenue, Bush Hill Park, on 
October 5, 2013, before escaping 
with the keys to a Mercedes car and 
more than £3,000 worth of electri¬ 
cal items. 

According to police, in his haste 
to flee, Binbuga dropped the 
crowbar and some of the electrical 
equipment. 

When officers found the crowbar, 
they discovered it had been bought 
from B&Q in Great Cambridge 
Road, Enfield, earlier that day. 

Binbuga was identified using the 
CCTV from the store. 

He was arrested on October 28 
and charged with burglary on 
November 19. 

Investigating officer Detective 
Constable Rob Delaney said: “This 
investigation would not have been 
possible without help from the staff 
at B&Q. 

“With their help we have taken a 
burglar off the streets of Enfield.” 



Pedestrian hurt in collision 


A PEDESTRIAN was taken to 
hospital with chest injuries 
following a collision with a car in 
Edmonton on Friday night.

Man on stolen bike arrested 


A MAN stopped by police after 
they spotted him riding a ladies’ 
bicycle was arrested on suspicion 
of handling stolen goods. 

Officers stopped the 20-year-old 
in Brick Lane, Enfield, on July 25 
after they saw him on the ladies’ 
specialised hybrid bicycle. 


When questioned, the man told 
police he had brought the bike - but 
background checks revealed that it 
had been stolen. 

The 20-year-old was arrested on 
suspicion of handling stolen goods. 
He has been bailed until next

Driver

A MAN had to be cut 
from his vehicle 
following a collision 
in Edmonton on 
Friday afternoon.

Rush-hour chaos for commuters on M25 


MOTORISTS faced rush-hour 
chaos on the M25 on Monday 
morning after two separate 
incidents left traffic tailing 
back for miles. 

A tyre on a lorry caught fire 
on the clockwise section of the 
motorway between junctions 
24 and 25 at about 4am. 

The London Fire Brigade 
attended the scene and the fire 
was under control by 5.16am. 


A fire brigade spokeswoman 
said that a small amount of 
milk from the lorry spilled on 
to the carriageway, but was 
cleared from the scene by the 
time the fire was under control. 

All lanes were reopened at 
6.45am, but motorists were 
still left facing delays. 

Less than half an hour later, 
in the opposite direction, a 
broken-down vehicle in an area 


of extensive roadworks 
between junctions 25 and 28 
saw traffic grind to a halt. 

Motorists travelling 
anticlockwise yesterday 
morning faced more delays 
after a collision in the early 
hours close to junction 19 
involving a lorry left debris 
across the carriageway. 

Traffic was left queueing 
back to junction 23.

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Cat Hill squatters 
go back to base 
camp after court 
ruling is delayed

SQUATTERS occupying the site of a former 
university campus in protest at a housing develop¬ 
ment there have been left unsure about their future 
following a court hearing. 

Barnet County Court heard petitions from 
developer London and Quadrant housing and 
squatters last week to determine whether to 
enforce a possession order. 

But at the end of proceedings last Wednesday, 
District Judge Stone ruled that he needed “more 
time to deliberate his decision” and would then 
put it in writing. 

L&Q sought the eviction order after a band 
of eco-warriors set up camp at the former 
Middlesex University campus, in Cat Hill, 
Cockfosters, in April. 

A hearing in May, at which the possession order 
was first sought, saw many squatters appear in 
court - but only two were present last week. Many 
were not even in the country, but in Hungary. 


The activists are protesting against the building 
of 231 homes by L&Q and what they claim is the 
wholesale destruction of the natural habitats of 
rare breeds of newts and bats. 

The courtroom was thronged with residents who 
live near the Cat Hill site on the Enfield-Barnet 
border and who have joined forces with the 
conservationists in opposing the development. 

Sara Beecham, counsel for L&Q, dismissed the 
protesters’ argument that they were allowed to 
remain on the site under article 8 of the European 
Human Rights Act, which says everyone has the 
right to privacy in their home and family life. 

She told the court: “Occupying land for the sole 
purpose of protest does not constitute a significant 
association with the land.” She added that as the 
activists had only been on the site since April, it 
could not be deemed their “home”. 

Ms Beecham also dismissed the squatters’ claim 
the land is protected by an education trust document 
penned in 1912, which states that it should be used 
“in perpetuity” for educational purposes. 

She read from documents of indenture, pointing

to paragraphs which state there is no clause that prevents the 
sale of the land. 

The squatters, speaking in their own defence, said that the sale 
of the land was only permissible if the Charity Commission 
agreed to it 

Donovan Volk, one of the squatters, 
told the court the area should be 
considered his home as he had 
“barely left the site in four months”. 

He also referred to the 1912 docu¬ 
ment, saying that when the trust was 
set up to manage the land on behalf 
of a wealthy educationalist, there 
was a covenant in 1891 that banned 
the sale of the land to anyone. 

Eellow squatter Peter Nichols 
accused L&Q and Enfield Council 
of “stealing the land from the chil¬ 
dren in Enfield”. 

He said: “The whole thing is 
criminal. I sat in front of those gates

every day from February. People 
told me I was risking my life in 
standing up to these people.” 

The judge asked him how that 
related to L&Q’s “right to posses¬ 
sion”. “The corruption involved 
here means they have no right to 
possession,” replied Mr Nichols. 

“But why does that give you a 
right to be there?” asked the judge, 
who will give his ruling on whether 
the activists can remain on the land 
at a future date. 

Meanwhile, the squatters have 
returned to Cat Hill while they 
await his decision.

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Man rails against 
rent hike for land

A MAN has accused a rail operator of using 
“bullying tactics” to force residents to pay more 
money to rent land. 

Tony Antoni, 64, of Woodland Way, Winch- 
more Hill, has been paying rent on 50ft of land at 
the bottom of his garden for the past 24 years. 

It has risen over time from £50 to the 
current figure of £96.32 - which he paid in June. 

However, the retired bank manager received a 
letter from Network Rail on July 2, advising him 
the rent is below the land’s current market value 
and therefore the company was proposing an 
increase to £500, plus VAT - meaning an annual 
rent close to £600. 

“It’s out of order,” said an angry Mr Antoni. 
“How have they come to the conclusion the land 
is worth that? In my opinion they are looking to 
make money off old age pensioners.” 

The letter states residents can opt out of the 
new agreement, but Mr Antoni claimed he was 
not consulted about the proposal for the “waste¬ 
land”, which is “no use to anybody else”. 

He said: “I don’t like the way Network Rail are 
trying to bully their customers. This isn’t the first 
time they have come up with schemes they have 
not thought through properly. 

“I have spoken to a few of my neighbours 
and we all agree that we will not pay the extra 
fees,” added Mr Antoni. 

He originally started renting the land, on 
which he built a greenhouse and a shed, for 
privacy purposes. 

Returning the land to Network Rail would 
involve dismantling the outbuildings, as well as 
a fence that separates the land and the railway

line and rebuilding them on his land, which Mr 
Antoni said would be a hassle. 

A Network Rail spokeswoman said: “Every 
penny Network Rail receives in rent is reinvested 
into improving the railway for passengers, which 
is why it is important that rents reflect the current 
market value. 

“Many of the agreements residents have on this 
road to lease part of their gardens from Network 
Rail date back to British Rail days and the new 
charges reflect the appropriate level of rent. 

“Some properties of this road already are 
paying the current market value. 

“All properties have been given at least four 
months’ notice and have the option not to pro¬ 
ceed and return the land to Network Rail.

True, we’ll occasionally pick 
up a historical romance in an 
airport bookshop, or listen to 
some celebrity historian ranting 
on TV But our attitude to history 
is like our attitude to politics: we 
delight in saying we don’t know 
much about it. 

However, the centenary of 
1914 gives history a different 
meaning for my age group 
because we knew people who 
lived through the First World 
War - our grandparents. 

I remember my maternal 
grandfather as a mild-mannered 
old bloke, although in early 
photos he looks rather morose. 

He served two years in the 
trenches with the 7th 
(Bermondsey) battalion of the 
East Surrey Regiment. In March 
1918, during the last German 
offensive, he was taken prisoner. 
A German doctor operated on his 
wounded, gangrenous thumb, 
leaving him with the stump that 
fascinated his infant grandson. 

Gramper didn’t talk much to 
his children, never mind his 
grandchildren, about the war. 

A harness-maker by trade, he 
claimed to have been more upset 
by the sight of dead horses than 
of dead men. He didn’t blame the 
Germans for the malnutrition 
that nearly killed him in the 
prison camp. “They were starving 
themselves,” he explained. 

But he didn’t draw any 
revolutionary conclusions from 
the imperialist bloodbath - he 
voted Conservative all his life. 
“There’s always got to be rich 
and poor,” he used to say (more 
or less what we all believe now...).

It will be of no use to families in 
blackspots which are not covered by 
the catchments of any good schools, 
such as parts of the Fox Lane area and 
the Minchenden Estate/Barnet borders. 

Furthermore, we would challenge 
whether this school is in the south-west 
of Enfield. 

In 2013, the report that went to 


cabinet located Edmonton County in 
west central Enfield. It appears that the 
council, under pressure to provide 
places, is shifting boundaries in its 
attempt to come up with a solution. 

Families in the south-west of Enfield 
who are allocated this school will have 
to drive a considerable distance in rush 
hour, adding to congestion, pollution 
and parking problems.

RE: Ivy Beard’s letter “Unanswered 
questions over hospital takeover” 
(Advertiser, August 6). 

Since the acquisition of Barnet and 
Chase Farm hospitals, the Royal Free 
London has made the redevelopment of 
Chase Farm Hospital a key priority. 

Many of the buildings at Chase Farm 
are old and dilapidated and spread out 
over a large area, forcing patients to travel 
some distance for care. We urgently 
need to transform the site into a modern 
hospital that will ensure patients 
receive safe, clean and efficient health¬ 
care in a 21st-century environment. 

The trust is currently engaging with 


patients, residents, local politicians and 
other stakeholders through regular 
meetings. Feedback from these will 
inform a planning application which 
will be submitted to Enfield Council in 
November. Residents will then have 
the opportunity to comment on the 
proposed redevelopment plan. 

The £263million of transitional fund¬ 
ing referred to in Ms Beard’s letter is 
money provided by the Department of 
Health, NHS England and CCGs for 
the acquisition of Barnet and Chase 
Farm hospitals. The money has been 
provided for the cost of the transaction, 
the cost of integrating and developing 


services, the cost of clearing Barnet and 
Chase Farm hospitals’ historic debt and 
to partly fund the redevelopment of 
Chase Farm. The trust is planning to 
spend around £120m on the redevelop¬ 
ment scheme and all the money gained 
from land sales at the site will be used 
for the benefit of patients at Chase Farm. 

We are keen to bring services closer to 
patients’ homes. For example, we recently 
opened a dialysis unit in Tottenham Hale, 
as many of our dialysis patients come 
from the local area.

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Car ends up in shop 
wall after collision

A CAR was left embedded in the wall of a music 
shop in Enfield following a collision on Monday. 

According to eyewitnesses, the black Audi first 
collided with a van parked in a service road 
alongside Baker Street before finishing up in the 
side of the North London Music Centre. 

Amarjit Broca, who lives in one of the flats 
adjoining the shop, told the Advertiser that he 
had been in his home watching TV when he 
heard two loud bangs at about 5.25pm. 

“I rushed out and I saw a huge hole in the side 
of the shop with the car almost inside,” he said. 
“I’m not going back into my house until a struc¬ 
tural engineer has a look at it. It doesn’t look safe.” 
Jenny Calvert, who lives above the shop, said 


that she was coming home with her daughter and 
mother when she saw the car stuck in the side of 
the building. 

She was escorted into her flat by a fireman to 
assess any damage that might have been done. 

“We do not know if the building is safe, so we 
just have to hang on until someone comes out to 
have a proper look at it,” she said on Monday. 

“We were supposed to go to my mother’s home 
tonight for her birthday celebration, but this has 
scuppered that plan.” 

Paramedics arrived on the scene and treated the 
driver of the car for a cut lip and shock. He did 
not require hospital treatment. 

Police officers closed Baker Street in both 
directions from Parsonage Lane to Tenniswood 
Road. It was partially closed overnight and did 
not fully reopen until 6.30am yesterday.

Locks away as Stavroulla’s

A FOOTBALLER was so moved by the plight of 
young children undergoing cancer treatment that 
she decided drastic action was needed to support 
research into the disease. 

Stavroulla Panayiotou, of Wagon Road, Hadley 
Wood, chose to have her almost waist-length 
locks chopped off in a bid to raise money for and 
awareness of children suffering hair loss as a 
result of intensive chemotherapy treatments. 

“There are kids out there who are really young 
who are undergoing cancer treatment and they 
are surrounded by other children and maybe they 
feel left out,” she told the Advertiser. 


“The way I look at it is not such a big deal - my 
hair will grow back, but for some of those 
children that’s not the case.” 

The midfielder, who played for Spurs Ladies 
before joining her current club, Enfield Town 
Ladies, admits that when she revealed what she 
was planning to do to friends and family they 
had reservations. 

“Lots of people asked me, ‘Why not just raise 
the money, why cut all your hair of?’, but I felt it 
was something I really had to do,” said the 
22-year-old. 

Stavrroulla’s determination to go ahead 
impressed colleagues at the Queen Mother Sports 
Centre in Westminster, where she works as a 
senior recreational assistant. 


“One said it was a ‘bold and brave thing to 
do’,” said a giggling Stavroulla. 

Others have also been equally impressed by her 
decision, and so far she has single-handedly 
raised almost £2,400 for the charity Children 
with Cancer UK. 

Speaking before she faced the chop on 
Saturday morning, Stavroulla admitted that she 
would probably get very nervous in the hours 
leading up to the cut-off point at The Balloon 
Shop, in Chase Side, Southgate. 

“I think I will just be thinking that I want to get 
it over with and then I will be fine after that - it 
will grow back after all,” she added.

AN exhibition looking at the hidden 
history of the LGBT community in 
London is taking the chance to 
celebrate the untold story of a once 
maligned minority. 

Molly Spoons, at Bruce Castle 
Museum, in Lordship Lane, Tottenham, 
is celebrating the histories of those 
people who had to hide their existence 
for much of this country’s past. 

The collection of artefacts from 
gay rights campaigners and vocal 
opponents of the Conservative 
government’s section 28 laws in the 
1980s is designed to provoke 
thought on how we hold on to and 
remember those who weren’t on 
history’s winning side. 

Named after the almost folkloric 
Molly Spoons, which are believed to 
have been exchanged in Georgian 
London as love tokens between homo¬ 
sexual men in the Molly Houses - 
which were the pre-cursor of 
contemporary gay bars - the exhibition 
is centered on the importance of 
preserving the histories of the 
repressed and downtrodden. 

“This exhibition focuses on LGBT 
history, which is often an overlooked 


of history 
neglected 


part of history,” Deborah Hedgecock, 
the curator of the exhibition, told 
the Advertiser. 

“The exhibition will look at how 
Haringey Council became a very 
important role model in terms of how 
to counter the negative backlash 
against people from the LGBT 
community, exemplified by the section 
28 law that came into effect in the 
1980s. 

“Often this aspect of unwritten his¬ 
tory is overlooked and not thought to 
be important - but by using artefacts 
from local people involved in cam¬ 
paigning against section 28 we want to 
show the importance of celebrating that 
aspect of history.” 

Although the exhibition does not 
feature the Molly Spoons of the 
title, Deborah says this underlines 
the importance of holding on to 
artefacts which might one day reveal 
key things about the history of a 
neglected minority. 

“This is a project that we have done 
alongside University College London 
and the LGBT community,” she added. 

“This is an important exhibition as we 
are showing that people’s lives, no 
matter who they are, are important.” 

The exhibition will run until Monday, 
September 29.

As well as plenty of well wishes from staff, 
parents and pupils, Mrs Kilbride’s time at the 
school was marked by a celebratory mass at St 
John Vianney Church, in West Green Road. 

During her time at St John Vianney, Mrs

Primary School in Malawi. 

She twice visited the south African country and 
helped to raise thousands of pounds for the 
school, allowing it to build two houses for 
its teachers. 

Closer to home, Mrs Kilbride campaigned for 
Haringey Council to improve Stanley Road Open 
Space, opposite the school. 

Now, following extensive planting efforts by 
pupils, it has been transformed from a dumping 
ground into a well-used pocket park. 

In response to the riots in August 2011, Mrs 
Kilbride set up a peace commission involving 
children from the primary school. 

She has also worked closely with Margaret

“my dad’s wallet”, but Sammy, six, said that 
“when you work harder and harder, you get more 
money and the money goes into the bank.” 

The financially-minded Sammy also said of 




saving: “If I don’t save my pocket money, I won’t 
be able to do the things I want to do,” while 
Frankie added that “these days you don’t have 
things for free a lot”. 

Amy Mankelow, communications manager at 
NOW: Pensions, said: “Many of the children 
showed wisdom beyond their years with some 
really inspiring and touching thoughts on money 
matters and more. 

“Saving needn’t be complicated and although 
the term pension proved baffling, most under¬ 
stood the importance of saving and were proud 
of their piggy bank. 

“Hopefully, with the introduction of personal 
finance education in schools, generations of 
young people will now be able to gain the 
confidence and skills they need to manage their 
personal finances.”

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Launch of record label is 

music to students' ears 


STUDENTS are in a spin following the news 
that a record label which will release tracks writ¬ 
ten and recorded by musicians at Middlesex 
University is to become a reality. 

Grove Records looks likely to launch in 
spring 2015, with the label’s first releases 
coming out in the spring of next year. 

The label, which will be run by students and 
backed by staff, has moved a step closer to real¬ 
ity after a series of summer workshops helped 
Project Grove Records enter the start-up phase. 

Named after the Grove building at Middle¬ 
sex’s Hendon campus, which houses the uni¬ 
versity’s school of media and performing arts, 
Grove Records will release tracks written and 
recorded by students in the state-of-the-art 
recording studios there. 

Music students at Middlesex will be respon¬ 
sible for the day-to-day running of the label, 
dealing with everything from A&R and promo¬ 
tion to distribution and marketing. 

They will also be responsible for the label’s 
finances, and will have the chance to stand for 
a position on the board of directors. 

Students will receive guidance from Middle¬ 
sex’s music department staff, all of whom have 
professional experience of the industry. 

Marcus O’Dair, who jointly leads the popular 
music degree at the university, as well as being 
artist-manager for electronic/acoustic band 
Grasscut, said the course was vital for anyone 



wishing to learn all aspects of the industry. 

He said: “The current flux in the music indus¬ 
tries makes it necessary for many musicians to 
operate as entrepreneurs. 

“It’s a great time to be studying music and, in 
my view, that study should include exploring 
new opportunities for music entrepreneurship.” 

Nathan Hayward, a second year music busi¬ 
ness and arts management student working on 
Project Grove Records, said: “I wanted to get 
involved in the project because it’s a great 
opportunity to expand and learn new skills 
through the experience of professional work. It 
gives those of us involved a hands-on approach 
to everything we learn in our university courses.” 

Students from the music business and arts 
management and the popular music degrees 
will be the first to work on the record label 
when the 2014/15 academic year begins in 
September.

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WITH the new school year looming 
closer, many parents are facing a 
modern dilemma: when do give 
your child their first mobile phone? 

Sooner rather than later, it would 
seem, as new research suggests 
more than half of children aged ten 
or under (52 per cent) have a mobile 
phone, while 90 per cent of kids 
aged eight to 14 possess one. 

The study by comparison site 
broadbandchoices.co. tv/cfound that 
ten was the average age children 
get their first phone. 

But while some parents may 
worry about the time children spend 
on their phones, the fact is that 
mobiles can serve a useful purpose 
for parents. 

A separate study by Netmums 
and the online mobile phone retailer 
e2save found that parents’ main 
motivation for buying phones for 
their children was for emergencies 
and safety reasons, 
with about half 
of phones for 
kids aged 


nine to 14 bought for this reason. 

Communication and keeping tabs 
on a child’s whereabouts were also 
important factors, accounting for 39 
per cent of motivations to buy a 
phone for nine to 11 -year-olds and 
29 per cent for those aged between 
12 and 14. 

“Most of the time parents are 
giving mobile phones to children 
because of safety and keeping in 
touch,” agrees Jeremy Todd, chief 
executive of the parenting charity 
Family Lives. 

“Our main concern is if the phone 
is just being used as a pacifier - to 
keep children quiet.” 

While 45 per cent of parents think 
their child only spends up to one 
hour per day on the mobile, almost 
a quarter of kids admitted to 
spending up to four or more hours 
per day using it. 

Indeed, 15 per cent of children 
said they would rather give up food 
and sleep in favour of playing on the 
mobile, while nearly a quarter (23 
per cent) were willing to give up 


seeing their friends face to face to 
use their phone more. 

Children predominantly use 
mobiles for making calls, texting, 
playing games and using social 
apps such as Facebook and 
Twitter, the survey found. 

Mr Todd added: “Kids aren’t 
necessarily gaming on their mobiles 
- they are staying in touch with 
friends, so using mobile phones 
doesn’t necessarily have to be per¬ 
ceived as a bad thing. 

“But if they are gaming all day long 
on their phone, they need to be 
encouraged to try a variety of other 
things, including playing outside.” 

If you are planning on giving your 
child a phone, avoid expensive 
handsets as these can be easy 
pickings for thieves. 

If you are worried about your child 
running up a large bill, you can get 
pre-pay phones or capped contracts. 

If the phone has internet access, 
make children aware of the high 
cost and security and personal 
dangers of using this.

A STUDENT who designed a mobile phone app 
to help farmers in the face of the global food 
crisis has been hailed by Sir Richard Branson. 

Nasir Abdulqadir Yammama, 24, who is study¬ 
ing for a postgraduate course in creative 
technology at Middlesex University, saw off thou¬ 
sands of others to win the Enterprise Challenge. 

The online competition, run by the British 
Council and Virgin Atlantic, in partnership with 
Zenith Bank, was designed to find outstanding 
young Nigerian entrepreneurs. 

Masters student Nasir won after submitting his 
business plan for a mobile phone app called 
Verdant, which offers farmers advice on every¬ 
thing from growing conditions to where to buy 
the products they need. 

Nasir, who comes from a farming family in 
Nigeria, west Africa, designed an app which will 
give farmers access to a wealth of intelligence 
including the type of soil their farm is on, what 
fertilisers would be best suited, market intelli¬ 
gence, weather forecasts and annual rainfall and 
its effect on particular crops. 

It also offers a marketplace where farmers can 
easily buy products using their smartphone. 

Nasir said: “I come from a farming family in 
Nigeria and wanted to use my interests, skills 
and career to help farmers. 

“The app is like a companion for farmers and 
brings together intelligence they wouldn’t normally 
have access to. Hopefully, it will help them farm 
more effectively and increase their business.” 

As part of his prize, Nasir landed a mentoring 
session with Sir Richard, founder of the 
Virgin group, who said: “Nasir had a fantastic 
business plan and I’m sure he will have a very 
bright future.”

Nasir also received a £5,000 grant from Zenith 
Bank to help develop his app, a fully-funded 
scholarship to attend a five-day entrepreneurship 
foundation course at the Branson Centre for 
Entrepreneurship in Johannesburg, South Africa, 
and two return tickets to the UK. 

Nasir, who joined the postgraduate course 
after completing his degree at the Middlesex Uni¬ 
versity’s Mauritius campus, added: “I am 
indebted to my creative technology course as it 
helped me win the competition. 

“One of the modules focused on working with 
industry, so we learnt how to create business 
plans and pitch our ideas. With that training, there 
was no way of me losing the competition. It has 
been a remarkable and exciting course.” 

Nasir will use his grant to bring his app to mar¬ 
ket and hopes to pilot it early 2015. In the future 
he hopes to make the app global and introduce 
it to farmers in other developing nations.

Cayman stands out 


Stunning

P ORSCHE introduced an all-new 
Cayman in 2013 and it was essentially 
just that - a new structure and chassis, 
new engines, a new exterior design 
and a far superior cabin. 

The standard Cayman proved to be a terrific 
thing in its own right, but as with many high 
performance cars, getting the right specifica¬ 
tion is everything. 

This then is arguably the ultimate specification 
Cayman - in S form with the more powerful 3.4- 
litre 321 bhp engine, the purist’s choice of six- 
speed manual gearbox, the pricey but superb 
carbon ceramic brakes and the uncompromising 
but superbly supportive bucket seats. 

Where the previous Cayman was a relatively 
discreet-looking machine, the latest version 
has a bit more personality. There are shades of 
the 918 Spyder in the front end and rather than 
hiding in the shadow of the 911, it’s a car you 
could choose for its looks alone. 

Better still, the Cayman has the image to stand 


up in its own right. It’s no longer the option if 
you can’t afford a 911 - in fact, you may find the 
odd 911 owner questioning their judgement. 

There is more space in the cabin and it’s 
easier to get comfortable as a result. You will 
find a little bit more storage in the cabin, too, 
certainly a little less than a similarly-sized 
hatchback, but you won’t struggle to stash 
keys, phones and the like. 

Luggage space requires a little more effort. 
There are 415 litres, which sounds good, but as 
this is a mid-engined car, the space is divided 
between the front and the rear - so take 
squashy bags rather than big suitcases. 

Everything feels just right from the hot seat - 
the driving position and the weight of the 
controls are sublime. Fire up the flat six and 
there is a complex, delicious growl from the 
exhaust - in fact, the sports exhaust option 
means more noise, so it’s an essential choice. 

The Cayman S is so well honed it can deal 
with the boring day-to-day driving with ease, 
and when the road opens up, you realise just 
how good it is. The steering is sharp but 


weighty and not hyperactive, while the handling 
balance is stunning. 

You can lean hard on it with complete confi¬ 
dence and those carbon brakes are hugely 
reassuring. Most importantly, the 3.4-litre 
engine is slick, sonorous and deliciously fast. 

A standard Cayman S checks in at £48,783 - 
and for that money you’ll have yourself an 
outstanding sports car. Of course, a few choice 
options can bump the price a little and the 
standard equipment levels are fairly modest. 

On the other hand, the Cayman is one of the 
least-depreciating cars, so should you sell, you’ll 
get more money back than with almost all rivals. 

If you want a genuine ground-up road machine 
rather than a track refugee or a hopped-up 
version of a standard car, this is the one. 

As long as you need only two seats, you 
could use it every day and not find it a chore, 
whereas if you’re lucky enough for it to be your 
weekend plaything, then your weekends are 
going to be amazing. 

It is so annoyingly perfect you want to hate it, 
but you just can’t.

BENTALEB LOOKING 
TO PLAY REGULARLY

NABIL BENTALEB is determined to 
stay in contention for a regular place 
in the Tottenham Hotspur side in the 
coming season. 

The young midfielder forced his 
way into the team after Tim Sherwood 
took charge last season and responded 
with a series of composed displays 
which saw him secure a spot in 
Algeria’s squad for the World Cup. 

And, although Sherwood has now 
been replaced as head coach by 
Mauricio Pochettino, Bentaleb is still 
confident that he will be able to make 
an impact at White Hart Lane. 

“One or two people tried to say I was 
only in the team because Sherwood 
knew me from the youth teams,” the 
19-year-old said. “If people think I 
am still that little kid, then that’s up to 
them. 

“But I have been to the World Cup 
and I am looking forward to improv¬ 
ing even more at Tottenham under the 
new manager. 

“Once you achieve one goal, you set 
yourself a new one - and everything I 
set myself last season I achieved. Now 
I want to keep improving at Tottenham 
and be a regular starter.” 

Goalkeeper Michel Vorm is another 
player who will be hoping to feature 
regularly for Spurs this season after 
arriving from Swansea City over the 
summer. 

Vorm is expected to largely provide 
back-up for Hugo Lloris, but he is 
excited to have made the move to the 
club. 


“For me everything is new,” he said. 
“You have players who have already 
worked at big clubs when they come 
here and maybe it’s easier for them, 
but for me everything is new so I’m 
looking forward to everything - 
White Hart Lane, the immense train¬ 
ing ground to train with such a quality 
squad and all the big games against 
Arsenal and Chelsea. 

“That’s also a reason to sign here, 
because I want to taste how it is to 
work and to play for a big club like 
Spurs. 

“I’ve played against the lads in the 
Premier League and I think it’s a team 
with a lot of quality. I’ve already 
heard great stories about the manager 
and all the players, so for me it’s just 
looking forward to a whole new 
experience to be at a top team and a 
top club. 

“It’s a new challenge and I’m really 
looking forward to it. I think it’s one 
of the best clubs in the Premier League 
and I’m pleased to be here.” 

Meanwhile, Spurs rounded off their 
preparations for the new campaign 
by securing a 2-1 outfit at home to 
German outfit Schalke in their final 
pre-season friendly on Saturday. 

“It was a tough game,” Pochettino 
said. “We had some good periods in 
the game. We played well. 

“The team is showing a lot of energy. 
This is our style, our philosophy and 
now we have a week to go until the 
start of the season. 

“It was our first time in front of our 
fans at White Hart Lane and it was 
fantastic. I say thank you to all of 
them.” 



Highgate stay in the hunt for promotion 


HIGHGATE remain in the second 
promotion spot in Division Three 
of the Middlesex County Cricket 
League despite having to settle 
for a losing draw from Saturday’s 
trip to Kenton. 

The visitors struggled after 
being put in to bat and found

There was also disappointment 
for Hornsey as they slipped into 
the relegation zone after suffering 
a 25-run defeat at home to 
Finchley. 

Ed Wharton (3-38) led the way 
with the ball as Finchley were 
restricted to 189 batting first, but 
the hosts then crashed to 71-5 in 
reply.

Athletes stave off threat of relegation

There were second-placed finishes from 
Lodowski in the A-string 400m hurdles 
(53.35secs), Alec Wing in the B-string 400m 
hurdles (54.38secs), William Mycroft in the 
B-string 3,000m steeplechase (9mins 37.30secs), 
Sumner in the B-string 400m (48.llsecs), Ben 
Nagy in the B-string 3,000m (8mins 35.44secs), 
Tom Rottier in the B-string pole vault (4.00m) 
and Chris Kandu in the A-string high jump 
(2.10m). 

Ben Snaith came third in the B-string 100m
